The  CONVENTION  HALL  section,  where  the  opening  session  will  be  held,  is 
reached  by  entrances  on  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  nearest  Clark  Avenue,  or 
the  southern  end  of  the  building.  Go  up  ramps  on  either  side  of  entrances  to  Conven- 
tion Hall. 

The  OPERA  HOUSE,  where  Memorial  Service  will  be  held  Sunday  night  in  case 
ot  ram;  Forty  and  Eight  Wreck  on  Monday  night  and  business  sessions  of  Legion 
Convention  on  September  25  and  26,  is  entered  from  Market  Street  up  the  stone  steps 
into  the  main  entrance. 

ASSEMBLY  HALLS  ONE  AND  THREE  are  reached  through  doors  at  the  corner 
of  Fourteenth  and  Market  Streets,  or  eastern  end  of  building.

Women’s  Auxiliary,  Walsh  Stadium,  the  Housing,  Information  and  Registration  Booths 
and  the  Parade  Committee  Tie  Lines,  also  the  Control  Booth  for  Movements. 

While  all  of  this  is  unseen  it  is  very  important  to  keep  the  various  groups  informed 
as  to  the  movements  of  the  Parade  and  all  of  the  other  happenings  during  the 
Convention. 

The  Corporation  has  a Post-Office  set  up  in  the  lobby  of  the  Auditorium  and  will 
carry  on  from  9 a.  m.  until  midnight  all  Post-Office  functions  for  the  Convention  for 
the  visiting  Legionnaires.  A member  of  the  Postal  Service  post  will  be  in  charge  of 
each  State  Delegation  to  render  such  Postal  Service  as  may  be  required.  There  are 
90  members  on  the  Mails  Committee  and  all  are  charged  with  a specific  duty.  There 
are  also  157  Mail  Trucks  displaying  the  sign  of  “Welcome  Legionnaires’’  throughout 
the  entire  city.

Boone  Trail.  Mural  paintings  by  Carl 
Wimer  are  on  its  ceiling.  The  stone  auc- 
tion block  at  the  east  door,  from  which 
slaves  were  sold,  in  antebellum  days,  may 
be  still  seen.  All  downtown  street  cars 
and  buses  take  visitors  to  or  near  the 
Old  Court  House. 
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
